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There is nothing in this context which indicates that the utterance was 
produced by the taxi driver who brought her home. The lack of the definite 
article in the SL utterance shews that an unidentified taxi driver expessed 
sympathy with Said. The examples given above show that the translators took 
too much liberty in rendering constructions of addition. In addition, they have 
also elaborated by adding a relative clause (i.e. "who brought me home") which 
does not have an equivalent in the original text. All these practices have resulted 
in translational inaccuracy. 

Active and passive sentences, if not properly handled, can give rise to 
translational problems. In the words of Aziz (1998: 125), "the passive and the 
active in English are not equivalents if this communicative aspect of the 
sentence is taken into consideration". In the active sentence, the subject is the 
theme or the entity the speaker is talking about; in a passive sentence, the 
subject of the active sentence is turned into the rheme, the new information and 
is assigned end-focus. The object of the active assumes role of the theme. A 
translator using an active sentence in the TL as equivalent to a passive sentence 
in SL in fact in fact ignores the communicative meaning conveed by the SL 
sentence. Aziz (1998: 127) suggests two Arabic structues that can be exploited 
with the purpose of overcoming this problem: the first pattern can have both a 
passive and an active component. The fomer part can emphasize the action 
whereas the latter part can "bring in the agent as the Rheme of the sentence 
carrying new information" (ibid.). The second pattern "exploits the flexible 
word order in Arabic by thematizing the object and Keeping the sentence in the 
active" (ibid.) 

In the following SL active sentence, the subject ^ jji (heavy light) is the 
theme or entity that is being talked about. The translators, using a passive 
sentence as equivalent to the SL sentence, have turned it into the Rheme (or 
new information) of the sentence, thus disturbing the communicative meaning 
of the SL sentence: .

Note that the construction of 'addition' ^fljn ^ (The door of the ,. 
refers to a specific taxi, that is the taxi Said hired on his way home. This fact 
should not be ignored in the translation. If we exataine the translation of this 
Phrase, we will notice that reference is made to an indefinite taxi (the door of a 
tot) so much so that it could mean any taxi, not necessarily the one that 
brought him home. If the definite articl is removed from the construction of 
addttton , the tax. would be indefinite. The fol.owing SL utterance contains the

Aziz (1998: 121) argues that the translation of Mahfouz's novel - Maq 
Alley-indictes that a proper noun in the SL is replaced with a pronoun in the 
TL. This shows that while English opts for implicit refence, Arabic opts for 
explicit reference. The translators of The Thief and the Dogs seem to have 
preserved this property of English. The following SL extract refers to 'the men' 
who stood up to meet Said but the translators, instead of using a noun phrase, 
have employed a personal pronoun 'they' . This pronoun is not anaphorically 
used in the TLT for there is no previously mentioned entity to which 'they' 
refers. Since this is a gender- neutral pronoun, it is not clear whether its referent 
is masculine or feminine. The translators should have simply used the noun 
phrase "the men" in the TLT. 

They stared at him incredulously, then everyone in the cafe rose at once to 
meet him. Led by the proprietor and his waiter, uttering a variety of colorful 
expressions of welcome, they formed a cir c/e oround him, kissing him on the 
cheeks. (The Thief and the Dogs, p. 55). 

The English tense system is more complicated than that of Arabic, but "Arabic 
has its own resources to express all nuonces of meaning conveyed by the various 
tenses in English" (Asfour 2000: 21). The following TL sentence has the past 
perfect in the first two clauses and the past simple tense in the last clause:

3.2 Translational problems at the syntactic level 

The translator of any text should be aware of the fact that the two languages

In Arabic we have numerous examples of lexical items/expressions which 
constitute a difficulty when translated into English and their translations look 
incongruent despite strenuous efforts would be exerted by translators and, m 
most cases, translators fait to convey connotative meanings and they manage 
only to convey the denotative meanings. 

Such connotative meanings reflect the relationship between words and the 
additional values which the cultural systems impose on language (cf. Rossini 

2000). : 

In the following excerpt from Mahfouz's novel, we have a connotative 
meaning associated with the word yhiW 'fox' : it implies cunning, and devious 
acts. The translators have taken this into consideration when they rendered the 
phrase <^&\ l»1 ^ as "cunning bastard".

lanLon of Mahfouz's novel, The Thief and the Dogs, ^— 
problems that occur at hte word level are discussed m sect.on 3.1, whereas the 
problems that occur at the phrase/clause level are tackled in section 3.2. 

3.1 Translational problems at the lexical level 

The translators may sometimes employ managing as a strategy in translation. 
By managing, we mean te manipulation of "his/her text in order to steer the 
situation towards a certain goal." (Shunnaq 1998: 4!). The translator may 
manage by adding a lexical element that does not have a counterpart in theSLT. 
As a result, the meaning is changed or distorted. In the following example, the 
addition of the word 'all' is unnecessary in the translation: the SLT ind.cates 
that the person spoken to is Ilish. The use of 'all' in the TLT as an «idefin.te 
pronoun makes the utterance sound as if it were uttered to the whole group of 
people present in the meeting.

The translators may also fail to understand the meaning of the SL word or 
expression. As a result, an erroneous translation is produced. In the foUowmg 
exL. from the original text, we learn Said entered the Sheikh s house by 
pushing the door which was left ajar. The Arabic word *j does not mean 
•close' as the translators have thought. Rather, it means that the door is slighdy 
open. In Hasan Karmi's Al-Mu g hni Al-kabir, the word 'colse; is given as jl >- 
il This error in the translation is attributed to the fact that translators did not 
exert any effort to examine the semantic difference between dk ■ and^j :

3. Problems at the lexical and syntactic levels 
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2.2.3.1 Conventional implicative and presupposition in the translation: 

The translators of the novel have not treated conventional implicatures with 
care The translators should have kept in mind the importance of this inference 
to the meaning of the text. A comparison between the following examples from 
the SLT and the TLT reveals that the SLT does not contain an expression which 
is equivalent to the lexical item "again" which surfaces in the TLT. This lexical 
item triggers conventional implicature, that is, the event referred to has been 
done before: fe .

"Wait Said," he pleaded. "And after Shaban Husayn was Killed he took his 
family away gain. He didn't tell anyone where. He was scared, all right, and his 
wife was too.

Since Ilish and his family never moved away before and they only left their 
home upon the death of Shaban, the translators need not have used the word 
again in the TLT. Compare this with the use of the word "too" in the TLT. This 
word, which does not have an equivalent item in the SLT, triggers a 
conventional implicature: someone other than the woman was also scared. This 
word, however, is quite legitimate or appropriate for the context of SLT 
indicates that both the man and the woman were scared. 

Another example in which conventional implicature is carelessly handled by 
the translators can be found in the following TLT: 

Said started back in fright, darting in again between the tombs as the barking 
grew louder ... (The Thief and the Dogs, p. 156). 

These extracts show that the translators have inserted the lexical item 'again' 
in the TL sentence. There is nothing in the SL to justify the use of 'again' that 
is the SLT does not contain the equivalent of this item. The reason is that Said 
Mahran was on his way to hide in the cemetery but stopped at the nothern 
entrance. Only when he felt the police was coming did he enter the cemetery 
The use of the word 'again' triggers a conventional implicature: that he had 
been hiding in the cemetry and chose to leave it through the northern entrance,: 
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the expected "yes". The reason for this is attributed to the fact that fact that the

2.2.3 Conventional implicature and presupposition 

Conventional implicature, which is a type is a type of imferencing, is 
determined by the conventional meaning associated with the words employed 
(Once 1975: 44; Levinson 1983: 127). For instance, the discoursal deictic term 
therefore has a conventional implicature: that the following portion is a 
conclusion or result that has been arrived at on the basis of the propsitiot, 
previously gtven. The social deictic term sir indicates that the addressee is a man. 

Presuppositions can be defined as "what a speaker assumes is true or is 
known by the hearer" (Yule 1996: 132). The rely "on precise meanings that are 
embedded inside utterance" (Short 1996: 225), thus producing specific 
assumptions. Levinson (1983: 167) emphasizes that presupposition is based 
more closely on the actual linguistic strucure of sentences [e.g temporal 
clauses, cleft sentences, non- restrictive relative clauses etc.]" The following 
utterance illustrates the concept of presupposition. 

Three of his sons are in the army. 

The (implicit) meaning embedded inside this utteranc indicates that he has 
more than three sons, maybe four or five. This meaning is considered a 
presupposition. 

Presupposition and conventional implicature can be differentiated. 

Presuppositions can be cancelable. Thus the presupposition involved in the 
above sentence (i.e that he has more than sons) is cancelable as follows: in fact 
he has no sons. In contrast, conventional implicatures cannot be canceled- nor 
ean they be denied: e.g., *He lost his car too, in fact no-one else did; "Even AH 
lost hts car but no-one else did. These examples show that the conventional 
nrtptcatitre (t.e other peopie alse lost their cars) involved in these uttetances 
cannbt be canceled or denied.

Leech (1983: 261) reports that the maxims of the PP are capable of being 
flouted. Flouting a maxim conveys a certain meaning inferred by listeners. 
Sucha meaning is termed conversational implicature. As Simpson (1997) puts 
it, "such departures from maximal efficiency are strategically motivated and are 
not just aberrant or purposeless bits of discourse" (p. 150). 

The maxims of the politeness principle are not treated in the same way by 
English and Arab speakers. Arab Seakers do not place mor emphasis on the 
agreement maxim and the modesty maxim than English speakers do. As Aziz 
(1998: 135) puts it, Arabs often use "more direct structures, imperative and 
declarative in the Tact Maxim". 

Note that in the following extract, Tarazan, the proprietor of the cafe house, 
would like to ask Said not to come to his cafe any more. Tarazan, knowing that 
his utterance constitutes a face-threatening act, produces a tactful statement in 
which an attempt is made to minimize cost to other. 

Please, don't be angry with me, he said aplogetically. 

"Even my cafe is no longer safe for you". (The Thief and the Cogs, p. 1 1 1) 

The expression J&J>\$ V is rendered as "Please, don't be angry with me". 
There is nothing to warrant such an elaboration. It could have been simply 
rendered as "excuse me". , 

The maxim of agreement is observed if a speaker expresses agreement with 
the opinion of his/her interlocutor. Thus the speaker of the second utterance in 
the following conversational exchange observes the maxim of agreement by 
replying with ?i (yes). It seems that this answer is associated with the second 
part of the fursTutterance t J& ** b^> ^ & ■ ■ ("And that my httle 
daughter's with Ilish?"). However, the translators have selected "No" instead of

2.1.2 The Politeness Principle and its maxims in the translation 

The Politeness Principle (pp) as discussed in Leech (1983) is considered an 
adapeted version of Grice's (1975) maxim, Tnr.H , considered an

a polite interaction by observing the following maxims (Leech 1983:131 42) 

1 Tact Maxim: (1) Minimize cost toother. 

• ( 2 ) Maximize benefit to other

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"Stop" he roared.

However, the following SL extract includes a request that does not have the 
expression &± i c> (please). An equivalence of this expression unnecessarily 
appears in translation. The expression " the money" is considered an implicit 

performative act:

Also, the following SL extract is taken from a conversational exchange 
between Said and his lover, Nur. Since these people are familiar, no tactics are 
used to mitigate orders or requests. In this exchange, Said urges Nur to stop 

torturing him. No expressions like dLi i <> (please) appear in their 

conversation. However, the translations have had no qualms about using such an 
expression in theTL: 
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2.1.1 Speech acts in the translation 

A speech act refers to "an utterance and the total situation in which it is 
used" (Austin 1962: 52). When we use language, we do not only say things but 
also ( do things with language. There are two types of utterance: the constative 
utterance and the preformativbe utterance (cf. Austin 1962; Allan 1998). The 
former type (e.g statements, assertions and utterances like them) "has the 
property of being true or false" The latter type, contrary to the logical positivist 
views, can neither be true nor false : it is used to perform an action such as an 
act of ordering or requseting. Austin (1970) gives up the distinction between 
performatives and constatives. All utterances are claimed to be performative: 
they perform specific acts: e.g stating or declaring, ordering, etc. 

Languages differ in terms of how speech acts are performed (cf. Banthalia 
and Davies 1989: 102). For example, while English speakers prefere to issue 
orders or requests indirectly, Arab speakers prefer to perform such speech acts 
directly (cf. Aziz 1998: 129). Unlike English speakers, Arab speakers 
"frequently use formulas containig religious erferences for greeting and 
thanking, e.g / baraka Allaha fiik/ (lit. 'blessing of God upon you')" (Al-Zoubi 
and Al-Hassnawi 2001: 22). 

Since the translator is required to produce a TLT which "has SL cultural 
fayorf (Shunnaq 1998: 33), s/he has to take all these factors into consideration 
in the translation of any work. House (1977) points out that SLT and TLT 
should match one another in function. Speakers in a conversational exchange 
use speech acts that are compatible with the nature of their relationship. This 
means that the translator is required to examine the speech acts in the SLT and 
attempt to produce equivalent speech acts in the TLT. As Zouhair states, such a 
pragmatic analysis can be "resorted to to disambiguate pragmatic force in the 
light of the power or status relationship between speaker and hearer." 

Note that in the following conversational exchange (as attested in the novel), 
Said Mahran holds up Bayaza with a gun and asks him about Ilish and 
Nabawiyya. The speech acts used in this exchange reflect the power 
relationship in this situation. Said, who has a gun and is ready to shoot is 
considered more powerful: Said produces acts that are not redressive'or 
mitigated. He produces acts of threatening and ordering. Also, no vocative is 
used when the name of Bayaza is uttered. The translators have preserved all ths 
these preserved all these properties in the TLT: 
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Similarly, in the following SL conversational exchange the identity of the 
person associted with each of the foolwing utterances is not explicity revealed. 
In other words, each of these utterances is considerd a free direct speech since 
the exact words used by the sneaker are retained but with no reporting clauses. 
However, the context can help us figure out the participant who produced each 
utterance. For instance, the first utterance, which is addressed to someone who 
has served a jail term, namely Said, is produced by Nur. The second utterance is 
uttered by Said:

We know this from the linguistic context:the verb used jl*-i (you ask) has a 
morphological clue which indicates that the addressee is a female participant 
and we know that there is only woman in the situational context, namely Nur. 
Note here that the trasnslators seem to have ignored or overlooked these facts: 
they have rendered this utterance as if it represented Said's stream of thought 
rather than his actual speech to Nur. This rendering has distorted the meaning 
and damaged the discourse structure. Furthermore, the last utterance Ujj JSjL- 
j ic. jj j «» Jk ("one day we will succeed in finding it") in which reference is 
made to an attempt to recover the missing heart, is translated as if it were 
uttered by Said: the translator explicitly states that it was Said who produced 
this utterance: "One day we'll succeed in finding it," he said. The context, 
however, indicates that the last utterance is not produced by Said, as the 
translators have suggested. Rather, it is uttered by Nur who has a hope of 
winning his heart over, j ! 

2.2 Further pragmatic factors 

This section focuses on the role some pragmatic concepts and principles play 
in translation: speech acts, the maxims of politeness, and types inferencing. If 
translators ignore such facts, their translations turn out to lack precision. 
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The expression ^xJ J> ^ (Standing on tWQ ^ jn ^ fo 
excerpt from the novel can have different meanings depending on the context in 
w,hich ,t is usde. (3) If it is uttered to a patient with broken legs, it will have a 
literal rea dmg. However, this expression, as indicated by the context established 
in the novel, does not refer to the physical activity of standing on the two feet 
Rather, it refers to the fact that Said taught his former apprentice, Ilish, how to 
depend on himself:

"It was me, wasn't it, who taught you how to stand on your own two feet" 
(The Thief and Dogs, p. 14). 

Another expression ^jjll i^ j± is translated without taking the context 
into consideration. This idiomatic expression is often used to refer, not only to 
storm blowing up, but also to indicate quietness and calmness after disputes or 
quatrrels. In this rendering, the answer implicates that they are waiting until 
things calm down. But the translators have not taken this into consideration 
when they rendered the utterance as it a real srorm was talked about in the SLT: 

If I 

"What are we waiting for - then ? 

"For the storm to blow over" . (The Thief and the Dogs, p. Ill) 
The context of the following SL extract indicates Said was examining some 
real pictures of himself, his daughter, and his wife. Nabawiyya, in a newspaper: 

His mind's eye was focused on the photograph of Sana with a sense of 
wonder, and he was deeply moved. Then, in his imagination, he conjured up 
their pictures - his own wild - looking self, Nabawayya, looking like a whore- 
conung back to the picture of Sana. She was smiling. (The Thief and the 
Dogs.p. 98). 

However, the translators rendered it as if Said was recalling these pictrures 
from his own imagination. 
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only the participants but also the temporal and the spatial parameters of a 
speech event, can be instrumental in the identification of meaning. Uchida 
(1997:2) explains the difference between these two types of context : 

When a teacher says, "What does 'she' refer to in this context?, he probably 
means the preceding linguistic information. When we say that the interpretation 
of a sentence depends on the context, we might intght intend to include non- 
linguistic Knowledge and / or the situation of utterance. 

Pragmatic translational problems can also arise if the translator does not take 
into account such principles as the speech acts (cf. Austin 1962, 1970), the 
Politeness Principle and its six maxims (Leech 1983), The convntional 
implicature, and presupposition. Since translation is a multi - level process 
involving Source Language Text (SLT) and Target Language Text (TLT), 
attention must be paid to the translational problems that may arise at the lexical 
and syntactic levels. 

2. Trsanslational problems at the pragmatic level 

This section is concerned with the translational problems that arise as a result 
of contextual negligence on the part of the translators. Only if context is taken 
into consideration can this type of problems be overcome. This section also 
shows how such pragmatic factors as speech acts, the maxims of the politeness 
principle, and inferencing can be the source of translational problems. 

2.1 The context and translational problems. 

The context-typological approach to translation considers context as a 
crucial element which determines the structure of the text (Shunnaq et.al 
1998:8). The context is also proven to be instrumental in determinig the 
meaning of the text. Several theorists and translators have admitted its 
importance in translation. According to House (1977), every text has a 
particular situation which the translator has to identify and take into 
consideration. Similarly, Vinay and Darbelnet (1995: 255 cited in Leonard! 
2000) argue that "the need for creating equivalences arises from the situation 
and it is in the SL text that translators have to look for a solution" . In the words 
of Gerding - Salas (2000). the translator should use the strategy of 
"contextualizing lexical items". Thus the translator, in his task as a reader, 
should rely on conterxt to determine the meaning of a particular text. Failure to 
de so can be the source of translational problems: 



which written in 1961, was translated int English in 1984 by Trevor Le Gassick 
and I MM. Badwi. The novel deals with "The crisis of identity and conscience 
suffered by Egyptian intellectuals during the period of pervasive malaise and 
dissatisfaction" (Gassick 1984:8). 

This novel is probably one of the few literary works that have been translated 
by two scholars belonging to different nationalities : one of them, Badawi is a 
native speaker of the Source Language (i.e. Arabic) the other, Gassick being a 
native speaker of the Target Language (i.e. English). Does such a cooperation 
reduce the problems that are often encountered in translation? The study shows 
that both linguistic adn pragmatic problems permeate this translation of 
Mahfouz's The Thief and the Dogs. Since Mahfouz is a Nobel-laureate whose 
works are demanded and consumed by avid readers every where, such 
transitional problems may distort his works and reduce the enjoyment readers 
expect from them. The study can also be helpful to future translators in such a 
way that they will be aware of the difficulties that await them. 

Several studies have dealt with the problems involved in the translations of 
Naguib Mahfouz's novels. Aziz (1993) has studied explicit and implicit 
reference in Mahfoz's novel, Midaq Alley. Aziz (1998) has briefly dealt with 
some of the pragmatic problems involved in the translation of Midaq Alley 
Farghal and Borini (1998) have used a pragmalingustic approach to study the 
translatability of politeness formulas in the English translation of Naguib 
Mahfouz's Awlad Haritna. El-Gamal (2000) has studied presupposition in the 
English translation of Naguib Mahfouz's Migdag Alley, Mirramar, and 
Fountain and Tomb. Obeidat (1998) has compared the translation of Mahfouz's 
The Thief and the Dogs (as published by Dar Al-Shoroug) with the original text 
"to highlight the differeces in the stylistic choices of vocabulary and of 
grammatical categories between Arabic and English". However, Obeidat 
(1998), being interested in a contrastive study, does not deal wiht the 
translation^ problems inved in the translation of this novel. 

The data involving pragmatic and linguistic problems bave been collected by 
comparing the English translation of the novel with the original text The use of 
the pragmatic approach as a framework for this study clearly emphasizes the 
importance of context in determining the meaning of the expressions that are 
translated. There are two aspects of context: linguistic and situational context 
The surrounding linguistic elements can be helpful in decoding the meaning 
intended by the author. Similarly, the situational context, which involves not 
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An Abstract 

This paper aims at examining the pragmatic and linguistic problems that 
permeate the English translation of Naguib Mahfouz's The Thief and the Dogs. 
The paper presents evidence that the translators failed to appreciate the 
importance of context in determining the meaning of the Source Language Text. 
The paper also shows that the translators sometimes ignored such pragmatic 
concepts and principles as speech acts, the maxims of the politeness principle, 
conventional implicature, and presupposition. Moreover, some problems rise at 
the word level and phrase/clause level. The conclusion drawn in this paper is 
that the negligence of translators in dealing with such problems can contribute 
to the distortion of meaning, which detracts from the effectivbeness and merit 



of the original novel. 
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1. Introduction 

Translation, being a process which involves the transfer of a message from a 
sourdce language (SL) to a target language (TL), may involve different types of 
problems: linguistic (cf. Catford 1985; Enani 1997; Shunnaq 1998; Farghal and 
Naji 2000), pragmatic (cf. Catford 1985; Hu 2000), and cultural (Nida and 
Taber 1982; Gaad 1999; Enani 2000) problems. (1) Both linguists and theorists 
of translation have dealt with problematic issues in translation (cf. Shunnaq 
1998). In the words of Shunnaq (1998: 34), "translation from Arabic into 
English and vice versa always involves pronlems arising from the transfer of the 
message from the SL to the TL." As Asfour (2000:22) puts it , such 
translational problems "can make the appropriateness of the term "translation 
... questionable".
